Arrival of Sir Henri 
Joly. 



Greeted by a Distinguished Com 
mittee of Donatories and 
Citizens. 



Escorted to Driard Where Shoit 
Speeches of Welcome 
Are Made. 



The arrival in Victoria ^esterday even- 
ing of Sir Henri July dp Lotbiniere, the 
new lieutenant-governor, was made 
memorable by such a hearty public 
demonstration of welcome on the part of 
the citizens as must have convinced the 
distinguished official that his tenure of 
office will be made a pleasant one as far 
as his relations witii the people are con- 
cerned. 

The Islander, by •which Sir Henri and 
his suite arrived, left the Terminal City 
at 1:40 p.m. At the latter point the Gov- 
ernor wan me!;' r by the Mayor and Alder- 
men, Lieut. -Col. Worshop and a guard of 
honor from the Duke of Connuught'e 
Own ItilKts and the regimental band. 

The- Islander was due in Victoria at 
0:110, but it was not until shortly after 
seven o'clock that she put in an appear- 
ance. 

Previous to that hour a great throng 
had assembled at the outer wharf; and 
despite the rather unpleasant wind which 
blew from the west; making everyone 
turn up their coat collar*, the wharf pre- 
sented a handsome appearance, the bril- 
liant uniforms of the officers of the army 
any navy, who were numbered among the 
official reception committee, contrasting 
pleasingly with the black frock-attired 
gentlemen representing the government, 
the bench and the clergy.

London, June 30.--t,3 n. m.)— The ad- 
ventures of the hard lighting aUiei, 
under Admiral Seymour; the reaching 
of Anting, 12 .miles from Peklrij the 
decision to retreat; the capture of rail- 
ways and immense stores of modern 
arms and ammunition, affording material 
for a defence until relieved — all this is 
told in a despatch from Admiral Sey- 
mour, received by the Admiralty at mid- 
night, which runs as follows: 

" Tien Tsin, June 27, via Chee Foo, 
June 20— (5 p. m.) — Have returned to 
Tien Tsin with the forces, having been 
unable to reach Pek.n by railway. On 
June 13 two attacks on the advance 
guard were made by Boxers, who were 
repulsed with great loss to -them, and 
none on our side. On June 14 the 
Boxers attacked the train at Lang Yang 
in large numbers and with great deter- 
mination. We repulsed them with n\ 
loss of about 100 killed. Our loss was- 
live Italians killed. 

"The same afternoon the Boxers at- 
tacked the British guard left to protect 
Lofa station. Reinforcements were sent 
back and the enemy were driven off, 
with 100 killed. Two of our seamen 
were wounded. 

" We pushed forward to Anting and 
engaged the enemy on June 13 and 14, 
inflicting a loss of 175. There were no 
casualties on our side. 

" Extensive destruction of the railway 
in our front having made further ad- 
vance by rail impossible, I decided on 
June 10 to return to i'ang Tsung, where 
it was proposed to organize an advance- 
by the river to Pekin. After my depar- 
ture from Lang Yan^r, two trains left to 
follow on were attacked on June IS by 
Boxers and Imperial troops from Pekin, 
who lost from 400 to 500 killed. Our 
casualties were killed aud 4S wounded. 
These trains joined me at Yang Tsung 
the same evening. 

" The railway from Yang Tsung was 
demolished, nnd trains could not be 
moved. The force being short of provi- 
sions and hampered with wounded, com- 
pelled us to withdraw on Tien Tsin, with 
which we had not been in communica- 
tion for six days, and our supplies had 
been cut off. 

June 10 the wounded, with necessaries, 
started by boat, the forces marching 
alongside tile river. Opposition was ex- 
perienced during the whole course of the 
river, from nearly every village the 
Boxers, when defeated in one place, re- 
tiring to the next one and still fully re- 
tarding our advance by occupying well- 
selected positions, from which they bad 
to be forced, often at tho point of the 
bayonet and in face of a galling lire, dilll- 
cult to locate. 

" On June 23 wo made a night march, 
arriving at daybreak opposite the Im- 
perial armory above Tien Tsin, where, 
after friendly advances, a heavy treach- 
erous lire was opened while our men • 
were exposed on the opposite river- 
banks. Tho enemy were kept in check 
by rifle lire in front, while their position 
w'as turned by a party of marines and> 
seamen . under Major Johnson, who- 
rushed and occupied one of the safest 
positions, taking the guns. 

" The Germans, coming down, silenced 
two guns and crossed the river nnd cap- 
tured them. The armory was next 
oe< upied by the combined forces. De- 
termined attempts to retake the armory 
on the following day were unsuccessful. 
Several guns were mounted on our de- 
fences, and shelled the Chinese works 
lower down. 

"Having found ammunition and rice, 
we could have held out for some days, 
but being hampered with large numbers

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A LONE IX LONDON. 

Societies that Care for Everybody Save 
Eskimos and Indians. 

It is a popular fallacy that for the 
friendless stranger Loudpn is an eerie, 
lonely place. Richard Jefferies gave per- 
manent expression to this feeling when 
he described his tragic and maddening 
solitude amid the seething crowds of the 
city. 

The trouble with the friendless stranger 
is that he never goes the right way to 
discover friends. A cursory dip into the 
London Directory should serve to con- 
vince him that there are philanthropists 
by the score willing and anxious to im- 
prove his mind, and perhaps even his 
purse. 

About sixty benevolent societies are at 
work in London collecting subscriptions 
and doling out help. Their charity ap- 
pears to cover any native from any habit- 
able part oil the globe. 

It might, perhaps, be difficult for a 
prosperous red Indian to locate his 
friends in the London Directory. There 
is no society for prosperous red Indians. 
They appear to have been unaccountably 
overlooked. In Finsbury pavement three 
is a Strangers' Friend Society, and our 
red Indian might think the title a prom- 
ising one. The objects of this society, 
however, are benevolent, and he would 
have to dock himself of his prosperity be- 
fore he could come within the scope of 
its articles of association. A bankrupt 
hiSkimo might apply to the Society of 
Friends of Foreigners in Distress. "Yet 
if he came f'om my part of the ice re- 
gions over whi.-h the British Hag waved, 
even those hospitable doors might be 
closed, since an Eskimo subject of the 
(ji'.een could not, strictly speaking, be 
classed as a foreigner. 

lie would have to be a very smart Es- 
kimo who could successfully pass himself 
off as it "Persecuted Jew" or a "Poor 
L'iqns Clergyman," or as a "Distressed 
Widow," Eyon a "Boxer" would be 
better off, since he could apply to the 
Strangers' Rest for Asiatics, and for 
Hottentots, Africans, and benighted 
.South Sea Islanders. 

But stay, should the red Indian and 
the IOsquimo happen to- consume too 
rhit'.-h firewater, they would immediately 
become qualified for at least one society. 
In Alexandra road there is a Society for 
the Study of Inebriety. The friendless 
pair might perchance be welcomed there.

A PLOT SPOILED. 

Boer Attempt to Explode Magazine at 
Pretoria Foiled by a Plucky 
Artilleryman. 

London, Juno 29. — A Capetown de- 
spatch reports an attempt by the Roers 
to blow up the artillery barracks and 
magazine at Pretoria. It is added that 
an artilleryman, who blocked the attempt 
by withdrawing a lighted fuse, was kill- 
ed outright by a Boer, whom the soldiers 
afterwards attempted to lynch.

London, June 30.— (3 a.m.)— There is 
no absolutely authentic word as to the 
whereabouts of the members of the lega- 
tions, although abundant reports from 
Chinese sources say that they were safe 
a few days ago. 

The Daily Mail Shanghai correspond- 
ent, telegraphing yesterday, says: "An 
imperial decree has been sent to all the 
viceroys advising them that the foreign 
ministers wore safe in Pekin on June 
25, and affirming that the government 
would protect them. This is authentic 
and reliable. I received it through a 
high Chinese official, having means of 
communication from the capital ot 
Shanghai, by courier to Piloting b u, 
thence by telegraph. 

"There is no doubt that the Chin 
government fully recognizes what the 
safety of the ministers implies at th> 
present, time, and for this reason ther 
is less uneasiness about . them." 

The Shanghai correspondent of tli 
Daily Express, dated yesterday, says; 
"Chinese officials declare that they have 
imperial authority for slating that the 
foreign ministers left Pekin for Tien 
Tsin via I'ao Ticng Ku June 2ti. They 
had passports and were escorted by 
strong bodyguards of Chinese troops, it 
is impossible to verify this statement, 
anil the consuls here are not disposed to 
place much faitli in it." 

A despatch from Shanghai, dated June 
20, says: 

"It is reported here that the U. S. 
battleship Oregon is ashore on the island 
of Hoo Kie, in the Miao Tao group, titty 
miles north of Chee Foo, and that a 
steamer of the Indo-Ohina Steam Navi- 
gation Company has gone to her assist 
aticc." 

Washington, June JiO. — The state tie 
nartmont has been made acquainted with 
the terms of the agreement between the 
consuls and the viceroys looking to the 
protection of foreign interests in the 
southern provinces of China. The first 
step to this end was indicated in Secre- 
tary Hay's cablegram of last Wednesday 
t.. the United States consuls in China, 
authorizing them to take direct action, 
instead of waiting on possible communi- 
cations witli Minister Conger. Thus 
authorized, Consul-General Goodnow nt 
Shanghai, and probably several others in 
the south, began negotiations with the 
viceroys and taotis in their respective dis- 
tricts. 

The outcome was the nine-article 
agreement. The text is withheld from 
publication, but it is understood that it 
general purpose is to make neutral tin 
Chinese treaty ports at Nankin and 
Hankow. The neutralization would in- 
volve the withdrawal of foreign men-of- 
war from the treaty ports, and also of 
any foreign troops or sailors, leaving to 
the Chinese authorities and the residents 
of Shanghai and the other ports the 
preservation of order. At Shanghai tin 
foreign settlement have organized a very 
effective home guard, so that this port 
would be much safer as a refuge for 
foreigners than any other in that pnrt of 
China. The agreement is probably one 
of a number of identical notes addressed 
to the European powers and to the 
United States. Before it can become 
effective it must receive tin? formal up 
proval of the government here, and to 
that end the matter was laid before the 
cabinet at to-day's session. 

The cabinet failed to ratify the agree- 
ment at to-day's meeting. In fact the 
document, in its inception and various 
stages of development, was regarded as 
properly open to such doubt as to war 
rant the belief that the foreign consuls 
as a body certainly never entered into 
the agreement. In addition to the sub 
jects above mentioned ns forming part of 
the agreement, it appears that the con 
suls bound themselves to acquit the 
Chinese government i>f any responsibility 
for rioting, murder and pillage in the 
treaty ports, if any foreign warship 
should enter such port in violation of the 
agreement. No safeguard was even in- 
terposed to secure the exemption of 
warships whose commanders might be 
unaware of the stato of affairs in tin? 
treaty ports and the prohibition against 
their entry. There was an apparent 
conflict between some of the provisions, 
anil in fnct the whole reputed agreement 
bore the appearance of a rough memor 
nudum which the cabinet concluded 
could never have received the assent of 
all the foreign consuls, even supposing 
some of them might have become fright 
ened into acquiescing. 

Therefore no stops were taken oven to 
ascertain by direct inquiry of Consul 
General Goodnow whether tin agree- 
ment was authent.il' and he had signed 
it. Tt is simply assumed that, if he had 
done so, he would have acquainted the 
department, being in cable communica- 
tion. The l. mtter was dropped.

INDIAN RISING. 

Whites in Minnesota Fear One and Flee 
to Canada For Safety. 

Winnipeg, June 29. — A Rat Portage 
special to-night says the steamer Kee- 
nora has arrived there with 100 women 
and children, refugees from Rainy River, 
Minn., who are leaving the districts ow- 
ing to expected Indian troubles. The 
residents of Koochooking, Minn., are de- 
serting everything and moving across the 
river to Fort Francis, Out., for protec- 
tion. The Indians of the district, num- 
bering about 1,000, have divided into two 
hostile bands. The captain of the Kee- 
nora says all the remaining .women and 
children of the district are to be down 
n the next steamer, and arms nre urgent- 
ly besought by the settlers. The excite- 
ment is intense.

Steamer Tecs returned from Nuns and 
way porta last night, She had fourteen 
passengers and u small, but valuable, 
complement of freight. This consisted 
for the most part of furs, skins and 
salmon. There was a carload of salt 
salmon from Wallace Bros., on the 
Skoesa, consigned to New York, 34G 
case* of this year's spring salmon from 
K. Cunningham's cannery, consigned 
B. P. Kithet, and t many bales of furs, 
consigned to Lenz & Leiser, Boscowitz, 
and others, and from Goose Island came 
a case of seventy or more sealskins— the 
catch uf the Indians. 

News was brought by the Tees that the 
salmon were running good on the SUoena. 
On Monday lust, when the steamer was 
there, the fishermen were taking an aver- 
age of 187 to the boat. On ltivors In- 
let, too, the prospects seemed bright. The 
salmon were running well and all the 
canneries were starting to pack. At 
Bella Coola and China Hat, the two new 
canneries established this season were 
busy, and at Alert Bay, S. A. Spencer 
had* commenced to put up his salmon. 

At Simpson the river steamer Strath- 
coua was spoken, ready to ascend the 
Skeenn on the 27th. At Skidegate, the 
Indians had been busy catching dog- 
fish, and G-l drums of oil were brought 
from Tennent's cannery. 

The ballot box was brought back to 
Victoria by Purser Bishop from Skide- 
gate without being used, for like 
Hazelton box, it arrived too late. 

The passengers who arrived by the 
steamer were J. Clayton, part owner of 
the new cannery at Bella Coola; W.

The rock was between Peter's) 
Island and White Rock, and not more 
than a mile from where the Miami 
struck and was wrecked. She did not 
go on, as was reported here on Thursday, 
hut came back, arriving yesterday morn- 
ing. She was hauled out on the Esqui- 
mau ways yesterday and is expected to 
resume her voyage on .Monday. 

THE CAPTAIN' DEAD. 

Tho Gleuogil Puts Into a South Ameri- 
can Port to Bury Her Dead Mas- 
ter—She Is Bound Here With 
General Cargo. 

British ship Gleuogil, which sailed 
from Liverpool HI) days ago with a car- 
g. of general •merchandise for Victoria 
and Vancouver merchants, consigned to 
It. P., Rithet & Co., put into Tocapilar, 
on the 'South American coast, with Capt. 
Stevenson dead, on June 2(1. He died at 
sea a short time before and his men took 
the vessel into the nearest port to give 
him a burial ashore. Capt. Stevenson, 
the dead master of the Gleuogil, was 
Well known here, and many are his 
friends in this city. He was here on the 
Gleuogil three or four years ago, and 
spent many months lying in the upper 
end of Esquiuialt harbor, waiting for 
his cargo. The unite of the ship lmljor- 
horne, now at the outer wharf, was an 
apprentice under the dead mariner on 
that voyage.

Mr. Chamberlain a year at;o. It cannot 
be successfully contended that anything 
has happened since this time last year 
to render it inadvisable that the prin- 
ciples of the Natal Act should be applied 
to Canada. Mr. Cuamberlaiu thought 
they might be so applied it year ago, and ; 
as we have already remarked in these 
columns, while the Oriental question is 
more acute now than it was then, the 
principle involved in our relations with 
Japan is unaltered. The people of Brit- 
ish Columbia are distinctly disappointed 
at the manner in which Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier has dealt with the question, and 
the promise of a commission to be fol- 
lowed up by representations to the Im- 
perial authorities gives only a limited 
degree of satisfaction. 

Nevertheless we are glad that the com- 
mission lias been promised, and hope, it 
will accomplish a very great deal of good. 
We do not think that all the facts that 
will be brought out by it will he wholly 
agreeable to some of those who are 
prominent in anti-Chinese agitation. It 
will be made to appear, we imagine, that 
some of those, who are specially furious 
because capitalists employ Chinamen, 
are not above employing them for their 
ow n purposes. The commission will ex- 
plode much of the hollow nonsense that 
is talked by agitators. In this way it 
will do good. But its chief effect, if the 
inquiry is honestly conducted, will be to 
show that, no matter what may he said 
in favor of cheap Oriental labor, Oriental 
competition is a very hurtful thing to the 
province. On this point there is no 
ground for a difference of opinion. We 
have reached a point when- a steady ta- 
ct ease of Orientals will be a menace to 
the progress and prosperity of our people. 
Moreover, as we have already often eon- 
tended, it is imperative that on this 
" threshold of Empire " the population 
should be as strongly British as possible. 
We believe that when the East under- 
stands the subject thoroughly, justice 
will be done.

IN CHINA. 

It is more difficult than ever to arrive 
at any intelligent conclusion concerning 
the exact condition of things in China; 
hut there seems to be reason for think- 
ing that, as far as the Chinese govern- 
ment is concerned, there will not be very 
much difficulty in getting matters on a 
pacific basis again. In view of the tre- 
mendous preparations being made by 
Russia and Japan, it is premature to 
imagine that the end of trouble in the 
East is anywhere in sight. A despatch 
yesterday morning said that Russia bad 
issued orders to all her troops to prepare 
for immediate mobilization, and yester- 
day afternoon it was reported from St. 
Petersburg that the naval reserve had 
been ordered out and that eleven tor- 
pedo boats are being prepared for im- 
mediate service. A naval force is not 
necessary to fight the Boxers, or even 
to make war against China, for the 
powers have already plenty of ships on 
the Chinese coast to take care of that 
Empire's Beet. If Russia is making the 
feverish preparations attributed to her, 
tho only possible explanation in that she 
contemplates independent action against 
China. Headers must have noticed that 
Japan is taking the leading place in point 
of strength among all the powers co- 
operating against China. She is, of 
course, in a position to still further 
strengthen her contingent to the allied 
forces. We can understand that Russia 
will not view this increase with com- 
placency. But what use will Russia 
make of those torpedo boats'.' It in a 
long way from St. Petersburg to the Gulf 
of Pe-chi-li, and torpedo boats must 
stop often to coal on the way. If in 
the meantime war should break out with 
Japan, the British coaling stations- would 
be closed to these boats, in which event 
they would be better off in the Baltic 
lhan anywhere else. 

ORIENTAL IMMIGRATION. 

Commenting upon the decision of the 
federal government to send a commis- 
sioner to the Pacific Coast to inquire into 
the question of Oriental immigration, the 
News-Advertiser says that the people Of 
British Columbia do nol want any 
theories on the subject. This is very 
true. Oriental immigration has. so fat- 
as the people of this province are con- 
cerned, gone far beyond the theoretical 
stage. To quote Mr. Cleveland's famous 
Message, "It is a condition, not a 
theory, that confronts us." Neverthe- 
less British Columbia, ..ot being the 
whole of Canada, and be. voice in the 
control of affairs not being as strong as 
W c would all like it to be, there is a wide 
field of usefulness for such a commission 
and much valuable information can be 
gathered, .vhich will perhaps have the 
effect of changing the theories enter- 
tained on this subject by Eastern people. 

To say this is not to excuse the. 
Laurier ministry for its neglect -to deal 
adequately with the question during the 
ptesent session of parliament. No satis- 
factory explanation lias been given why 
the legislation brought down has not

CHINESE IN MINES. - 

We referred yesterday to a statement 
made by Mr. W. W. B. Mclnnes to tho 
Vancouver Province to effect that Mr. 
Dunsmuir was not only not taking China- 
men out of his mines as promised, but 
was actually putting more in at Alexan- 
dra and extension. We denied this 
statement most Dntly from the informa- 
tion then available; and at once commun- 
icated with the managers of the mines to 
learn the facts. Our new information is 
explicit, and it is that not a single China- 
man has been put to work in the Alexan- 
dra mine, and that none have been em- 
ployed there for over fifteen months. As 
to the Extension mine, not only have no 
Chinamen been employed in the mine 
since Mr. Dunemnir'a promise to take 
them out as rapidly as be could till their 
places, but up to yesterday ninety-two 
white men have been employed in the 
Extension mini's in the place of China- 
men, and there are only seventy-two 
Chinamen now employed in the mines 
there, whose places will be supplied just 
as soon as white men offer. 

In view of these facts, the position in 
which Mr. Mclnnes has seen fit to place 
himself is certainly an unenviable one. 
Comment, upon it is unnecessary. 



Mr. W. T. Preston, travelling agent 
for the Siftonian Menagerie, is at present 
in Belgium arranging for a great Boer 
trek to Canada. Mr. Preston says " we 
want ie Boers." With some opportuni- 
ties tor observing p..«tic opinion in this 
nock of the woods, we must confess not 
t> have heard any particular clamor to 
that effect. We have heard people say- 
that they want the Boers to he soundly 
licked; also that they want the Boers to 
stand up and fight like men, so that the 
war can be brought to a close; also 
some, of a more frivolous disposition 
want the Boers to be compelled by 
the terms of peace to take a bath; but 
no cry has gone up for the Boers as 
neighbors and friends. Mr. Preston has 
a method ill his madness, so to speak. 
He would have the Canadians say to 
the former subjects of Oom Paul: " We 
ha vo come down to your place to show 
you how to light; now come up to our 
place and we'll show you how to farm." 
How would it do for Mr. Sifton to sug- 
gest to the war office that there is a very 
snug nucleus for a Boer colony now ill 
St. Helena, and that those of the prison- 
ers who have wives ami families should 
l, t . allowed to send for them, and then 
that the whole lot should be transplanted 
to Manitoba, ami, having been natural- 
ized and placed on the voters' list, b 
located where they would do the most 
good'.' Mr. Sifton is politician enough 
to understand the latter phrase without 
the assistance of a translator. 

But speaking seriously, we do not re 
gard Mr. Preston's suggestion as a bad 

, by any means. The Boers are open 

to objection in many ways, and we feat 
that their habits of life would not fit 
them lor farming in a country when 
labor commands good prices, for they 
have been accustomed to the cheapest of 
the .-heap in this respect. But if any 
number of them would be willing to come 
to Canada and adapt themselves to 
Canadian methods, we are confident that 
in time they would make good settlers. 
The suggestion is unique; for we fancy 
this is the first time it was ever pro- 
posed to a conquered people that they 
should voluntarily leave their own coun- 
try and accept gifts of land in the coun- 
try of their conqueror. 



practically all sloped out above that 
level and thoroughly timbered with 
square sets. Because of the neglect to 
keep development work ahead, the com- 
pany will probably have a considerable 
amount of dead- work to do before again 
taking out ore on the same scale as dur- 
ing the last eight or nine months.

The ore body first discovered has not 
been stoned' out, and work can be con- 
tinued at any time on this ore body and 
ore stoped. Messrs. Patterson and 
Smith never owned the mine, and the 
former has not had any interest in the 
mine; the latter was one of the original 
owners. Mr. Buxton (lid not find the 
second ore body, and 4,000 tons have not 
been shipped from this ore body. The 
ore body is not practically all stoped out 
above the adit level, and at the present 
lime we have ore on five flcnrs that we 
are mining.

We bad a paragraph in the Colonise 
yesterday telling of the vast increase in 
the coal trade between British Columbia 
and the North. The business is only in 
its infancy. A Victorian, writing from 
White Horse a few days ago, said that 
this new town is destined to become one 
of the most active industrial centres in 
the country, and that the copper mines 
in the vicinity would make it a second 
Butte City. There is plenty of evidence 
to warrant faith in a great future for 
Atlin. These things mean a greatly in- 
creased demand for coal, for while there 
are deposits of coal in the Yukon, the 
grade is inferior, and it will probably al- 
ways pay to caf-y this commodity up 
from the Vancouver Island mines. 

But coal is only one item, and t.hough a 
large one in point of bulk, is a small one 
in point of value. The Northern trade 
will assume enormous proportions. Prac- 
tically everything must be taken up that 
the people will require for living pur- 
poses, including much ot the material for 
buildings. The commercial activity that 
will be developed within the next few 
years bids fair to be very great, and it 
is to be hoped that Canadian transporta- 
tion companies will place themselves in a 
position to handle it more satisfactorily 
than they are at present. Canada has by- 
far the greater part of tho commercial 
business of the North. An effort ought 
to be made to secure an equal proportion 
of the passenger traffic.

LIGHTNING HAVOC. 

Destruction Caused in England This 
Month. Was Very Heavy. 

The London papers contain very graph- 
ic accounts of the havoc played by light- 
ning in England un June 11. Says the 
Daily Mail: 

Iu the country the weather differed 
from that in. town in that in most places 
the thunderstorm was more severe. 

Indeed, in some parts the storm 
wrought havoc of a terrible description, 
and in two instances, at least, with fatal 
result. 

Three children were killed by lightning 
as 'bey left school at Arthingworth, near 
Kettering. 

In Northamptonshire 11 whole- village 
was nearly destroyed by tire. About mid- 
day, during a terrific thunderstorm, a lire 
ball fell on the roof of 1-1 thatched cot- 
tages at Stoke Doyle, a village near 
Uuudle, and the flames spread with such 
rapidity that before the Ouudle fire bri- 
gad* could cope with the lire the whole 
1-1 were ablaze, and by five o'clock they 
were thoroughly gutted. A tremendous 
lot of furniture was destroyed. There 
were only 115 houses in the whole village. 
A fund has been started for the suffer- 
ers. 

lu Mid-Cheshire from a quarter-past 
two to half-past three a thunderstorm of 
appalling severity swept over Northwich, 
Winsfurd, and Jliddiewich. Two thun- 
derbolts fell iu the district, and the rain 
descended iu such torrents that the low- 
lying streets of Northwich were flooded 
altogether. 

At Spalding Market some singular re- 
sults were experienced from the tropical 
weather. The price of butter weat up 00 
per cent, owing to the short supply, con- 
sequent on the melting of a large quan- 
tity, am', the impossibility of getting it 
to mir.ket iu a saleable form. 

In the Lochaber district in the High- 
lands considerable damage was done to 
farm property, aud a man was lulled at 
Kinlochailort. A house was smashed, 
but although the cows and poultry were 
killed, the inmates escaped. 

One tlash of lightning struck Wollwood 
House, Ayr, aud set it on lire. The out- 
break was extinguished without much, 
damage. 

An inquest was held at Harrogate yes- 
terday touching the death of Major and 
Hon. Lieut.-Col Heywood .Jones, who 
was in command of the Queen's Own 
Yorkshire Dragoons now in the Yeomanry 
Brigade camp at Harrogate. 

Col. Jones left the officers' mess tent 
during b terrific thunderstorm on Mou 
day evening to hurry up a cab ordered 
for some lady guests, and while crossing 
the camp field was struck dead by lightn- 
ing, which struck the umbrella he was 
carrying and broke two of the steel ribs, 
ami glanced off on tu his neck and chest 

Over the region of the stomach there 
was a patch of charred skin curiously re- 
sembling in shape the handle of the um- 
brella. His lace was much drawn, the 
hair at the buck of the head was con- 
siderably singed, and there were eight 
or nine distinct burns on the chest.

The annual meeting of the subscribers 
to the Provincial Hoyal Jubilee Hospital 
was held yesterday afternoon at the city- 
hall. President Helnickcn in the chair, 
anil a large number of ladies and gentle- 
meiit in attendance. After the reading 
and adoption of the minutes, the an- 
nual reports were read and, on motion, 
adopted. The reports follow: 

The directors of tin.' Provincial Royal 
Jubilee hospital have much pleasure in pre- 
senting a brief report upon the workings 
of the Institution during the tenth year or 
Its existence. 

Repairs and Improvements.— It was ex- 
pected to have marked this term with cer- 
tain Improvements which would hereafter 
testify to the Increasing usefulness of the 
hospital. As a matter of fact, however, 
the expenditure upon house furnishings, 
repairs and improvements has amounted to 
nearly $-',000 less than .the previous year. 
Thanks to the assistance rendered to the 
hospital hy the Women's Auxiliary, In fur- 
nishing many articles In daily use so ma- 
terially helped tile maintenance that the 
uori of the hospital has been completed 
for the year without going Into debt. This 
society Intends to furnish a detailed report 
of their work, which will no doubt be In- 
teresting to those engaged In hospital mat- 
tecs,. The corporation of Victoria very 
kindly .presented tin- hospital with a hose 
reel, and the lire protection Is at present 
tu fairly good and efficient working order. 
The directors have replenished surgical In- 
struments, substituting new ones for the 
worn out stock. Painting and renovat- 
ing has been alone SO far as the funds at 
the disposal of the directors permitted. 
The ambulance 'jus been kept in good repair 
The X-rays apparatus were furnished as 
cailuil for. About an acre of ground has 
been prepared for a vegetable garden, ami 
many additional fruit ornamental and shade 
trees have ibeen planted. The directors 
greatly appreciate the. kindness of the do- 
nors of these trees which they accept as 
a mark of .approval of their endeavors to 
further beautify and add to the usefulness 
of the spacious -grounds In which the hos- 
pital Is situated, and .which are already 
looJtod upon with .pride anil admiration 
by our citizens and visitors, as well as 
being greatly appreciated by convalescing 
ii at I eats. 

Further Improvements.— The necessity of 
providing the city .with an up to date steri- 
lizer has been brought to the notice of the 
corporation, at whose re.qr.est designs and 
estimates of cost were obtained and for- 
warded for their Information. The direc- 
tors would have been glad If they could 
have seen their way to adopt a more mod- 
ern system of drainage. Mr. B. C. Mohuu 
very klniUy and .gratuitously .presented the 
hospital with plans and specifications for 
entirely remodelling the sewerage arrange- 
ments, and estimated that the sum now 
paM for scavenging would represent, a fidr 
rate of Interest on the outlay necessary In 
adopting ids plans. 

A deputation from the directors waited 
upon the executive council on the 23rd of 
December, anil urged the government to 
assist in further Increasing the facilities of 
the hospital. 'Subsequently at the request 
of tile Hon. V. L. Carter-Cotton, M.P.P., 
minister of finance, the subject matter of 
the conference was communicated In writ- 
ing, a eujjy of -Which will be found here- 
in.

Flumerfoii from the board prevented any 
further efforts being made before the tis- 
eal year closed. it Is to he hoped that 
during the succeeding year, a further sum 
may he BOcured to complete this needed 
inTrlltlon, as Increased accommodation for 
our nursing stuff is imperative, as may In; 
seen from the matron's report. The vacat- 
ing of the rooms now occupied by the 
resilient medical officer. In the administra- 
tion building, would furnish temporary re- 
lief. 

Financial.— The finance committee, upon 
whom devolves the Initiating work In con- 
nection with the raising of funds for the 
general maintenance of the hospital have 
endeavored to perform their work with Tim- 
orous activity. 

Many euanjres have been made during (he 
yenr hi the method of keeping the records, 
checking accounts, etc.. and new printed 
fornio have bjon furnished and strict ad- 
herence to the requirements Insisted upon, 
resulting In a more acceptable system being 
now In vogue. 

Recommendations regarding the payment 
of foes were made to the board of directors 
which were approved, with the result that 
little loss will have been made during the 
last six months from the non payment of 
patients occupying the paying wards. 

Many old standing accounts have been 
collected, lint n considerable sum will have 
to be transferred to a doubtful account 
ami a portion of the outstandings must he 
considered bud. All these accounts have 
been In the hands of professional collec- 
tors, 

The estimates governing grants and sub- 
sidies to hospitals came Into force on the 
first of Jaly, 1S!)!>, so that only ten months 
of the Btrbflldles appear In this year's report 
and the whole of the year's grant of .?r>O0.

Under previous rates the government an- 
nual grants were £10,000, so that the hos- 
pital receives by the change $1,587.88 less. 

Internal Economy. — Some Important 
changes have recently been made In the 
working of the hospital, and the work of 
the directors fargely devolves upon stand- 
ing committees. This change took effect 
about eight mouths since, and has worked 
very satisfactorily. 

Changes In the Directors.— The directors 
have recently been deprived of the good 
counsel of their esteemed colleagues, 
Messrs. A. C. Flumerfelt and J .Stuart 
Votes who have been on the board since 
the hospital was organized. Mr. Flumer- 
felt -tendered his resignation in consequence 
of his contemplated absence from Victoria. 
The directors, however, were much grati- 
fied with their assurance that the welfare 
of the Provincial Royal Jubilee hospital 
will continue to receive their continued In- 
terest. Mr. F. II. Pembetton was apolnted 
lo fill the vacancy caused by Mr. Yates' 
resignation. 

Visitors.— The directors were honored by 
the visit or Bear Admiral Lewis A. Beau- 
mont, accompanied by Ills stnlt in October 
Inst After a critical Inspection, the admiral 
In signing the visitors' book recorded, "It 
has been u great pleasure to me to visit 
this hospital." In April last the grand 
jury visited the hospital without notice to 
the officials, and placed on record In tlulr 
presentment, their satisfaction with every- 
thing as found by them.

Steps will need to be taken before winter 
to prevent the flooding of the grounds at 
the hospital gates, by storm water from 
Richmond road, and the Feniwood estate 
Tt Is a great pleasure to report the In- 
creasing Interest taken by the women of 
Victoria In the working of the hospital. 
Visits have "been made monthly by members 
of the Women's Auxiliary; a great debt of 
gratitude 'Is due to this society, which has 
by Its generous donations relieved the 
board of many expenses and furnished 
many necessary com forts. 

The Daughters of Pity, the Junior branch 
of the Women's Auxiliary., have contributed 
many offerings, which have materially min- 
istered to the comforts of (be patients, 
both In the public and the private wards. 

The King's Daughters have continued 
their grateful ministrations as In former 
years.
